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AVOIDING THE SUBJECT 

Philadelphia schools are failing when it comes 
to sex education. By Daniel Oenvir 

E ridcn Johnson, 18. learned about sex ali over the place: from 
music, from gossip m the street and, espedoHy.iiMm watch- 
ingher peers. ‘Mostly all my friends became pregnant," s^ 
Johnson, acoll^ student and graduate of a Philadelphia neighbor- 
hood school. ‘My closest friend became pregnant and dmpped out. 
And another one just had her baby." 

One yJace ^le didn'tgetmudiinthe way of sex education, 
says, was from her teachers. 

That’s because Philadel[gua pubHc sdioo! students rarelyget 
taught about safe sex, and then almost never be&re high school, 
according to teachers and sex education advocates. 

This is despite a shockingly high rate of pregnancy and sexually 
transmitted disease amcmg Philadelphia teens. A sampling of 2010 
city data and 2009 stats fh>m the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDCk'nie rates of gonorrhea and drlamydia infec- 
tions ofyouttt between age 16 and 19 are, respectively, four and 
sixtimeshigher than the citywide average. And 16 percent of all 
births in theci^ in 2008 were to motheni age 19 or younger. 

“Philly falls fiir below whatwould be considered the gold stan- 
dard." says Karen Fitchette-Gordon, vice president for education 
and professional developmental Plarmed Parenthood Southeastern 
F^rmsylvattia.'It depends m the school whsteducationgetB taught. 


There's a certain amount required in the curriculum, but it’s mostly 
just arratoray, and rtfs mostly just the upper grades." 

The nriladelphia School District rejects the accusatiims, Aspokes- 
persm says they “offer a compreherrsive sexual education curricu- 
lum,' and that “to say the curriculum focuses mostly on anatomy 
would be a vast understatement." 

Johnson says her education was hardly comprehensive. 

“The only time we got u chance to really talk about it was, like, half 
a class. We had a gym class and the lady took us to a room and talked 
to us. But tfaatonly happened bke two times." she says. Condoms 
were not demonstrated or distributed. Most of the class focused on 
“howperiods come on, and how you 
know either you're jaagnant or not , 
and how the bal^ was born." 

Simply ex{daiiimgpregnancy does 
not helpyouth prevent it; a total af3628 
children were bom to teenage moth- 
ers in thedly in 2008, the most recent 
year Sir which CDC data are available. 

“When you’re 16 and someone is pressuring you into something 
you may not want to do, knowing what your fallopian tubes are 
won’t help," says Brenda Green, executive director of Concern for 
Health Options: Information, Care and Education (CHOICE), She 
argues that sex education should be pragmatic and focused on 
decision making. 

Johnson says that she received no more health education after 
ninth grade, and doesn’t recall any courses in elementary or 
middleschool.And that is where it matters most Fifteen percent

good wo iking order." 

Circulation managerssaytheytry, but it’s about os easy to keep 
anhonorbaxgraffiti-freeaait is tokeep heroin dealers off the 
cornerof Kensington and Somerset. And there is no dear stan- 
dard of when a box is vandalized enough to warrant mmoval: Is it 
one sticker?Two?'tei? 

“They give you 30 days to remedy the problem, and I do it right 
away. But then they go out there in €0 days and It’s already 
tagged up. so they take it." says Mark Burkert.ciiculatim 
director at Ct^ftiper.T discussed this with our competitor at 
Philadelphia Weekly. It’s a losing battle on ourpart. It’s just them 
chargng us money."

from Woodland Cemetery and upcycled plastic soda bottles. 

About 20 volunteers gathered to lay the foundation, and, they 
hoped, to build local support for what they argue is the answer to 
affbrdaUe housing, sustainable farming and urban greening 
ccHioems wraf^ed up in one. 

"fbc^le have been living in the earth for thousands of yeans; 
Earthshipjust adds technology to it,"explainsAdamJunod, a vol- 
unteer and formerintem at Earthship,whichisnot justa con- 
cept but also a corporetion. headquartered in 'nio8,N.M.,widi 
structures around the world. 

In Philadelphia, though, progress has been slow in part because 
“this is something Inspectors haverto idea what to do with," 
says Nic Esposito, one ofthe farm's organizers. 

Esposito believes the roinwater-irngaled greaihouse will offer 
some clarity — notto mention seedlings for City Harvest’s par- 
ticipating farms across Philly. 

The Yeadon-based nonprofit LoveLovingLove has also been pro- 
moting the Earthship notion, and is seeking land for a model affird- 
able house in the dfy. And Paul Glover, a local serial activist, is 
hopingtD build a solar-powered Earthship tohouse a proposed 
Patch Adams Free Clinic in alow-income Plully neiglffiorhood. 

“This free clinic would be a public park as well as an orchard 
[and! garden,’he says, ‘Healthy people need healthy buildings."

Many high school students have already had sex 
when they are hist taught howtodoitsafely; 
some are already p'egnont. 

“By then." says FrtchetteJjordon.'tfs way too late.” 

The CDC 2009 Youth Risk Behavior Survey 
found that 63 percent of Ph illy teens have had sex. 
Twen^-six percent ofPhilly teens reported hav- 
ing had sex with four or more partners. 

The schoo] district says that it’s following sbitE 
standards. PennsylvaDia low requires schools to 
teach students only HIV/AIDS pieveotion, but does 
not speD out what that means and does not man- 
date teaching coiHlom use. In an email, a district 
spokesperson insisted that Philiy schools have “in 
fact exceeded state standards hr education." 

Last year, advocates throu^rautPennsylvania 
rallied behind the Healthy Youth Act, which would 
create statewide standards forsexed. The legisla- 
tion has stalled now that Republicans control both 
the legislature and governor's mansion. Though 
Philadelphia could move independently to improve 
its sex education standards, it has not 

The district says that every health teacher is cer- 
tified and properly trained, but the CDC found that 
just 39 percent of Philadelphia schools had a health 
teacher “who received jxofesaional development 
during the [priori two years." 

One former teacher in a Philadelphia neighbor- 
hood high school tells City Paper that her stu- 
dents had received no sex ed when they arrived in 
herdassroom. 

“They gave me the health dass. They told me 
that there was no curriculum for it and to just 
make it up.I have no experience in that field at aB, 
and I asked the kids what they wanted to learn 
about And they had so many questions about 
sexual everythingbecause there was no sex edu- 
cation. So I ended up teaching it for half the year, 
But I wasn’t required to do it" the teacher saya'If 
they had not had me, they would nothavehad it 
at all." 

Christina Long, a Hiilly teacher who received 
her doctorate in educatioi) at Temple, wrote her 
dissertation on local giiis moving fiom eighth to 
ninth grade. She sys what little is taughtdepends 
entirely on a sdiooTs teachers and principal. 

“I saw so many promisingyoung women not grad- 
uate,"Long sys. “You have so much hope for these 
kids, and two to three ^ars later, they’re pregnant." 

Especially in krwer-perfbnning schools, Long 
says, the intense focus on boosting standardized 
test scores has decreased time spent on health, 

“It should be mandated,’L(Mig says. “We should 
be asconcemed about the health education of the 
childrenof Philadelphia as we are about theirread- 
ingand math scores." 

And there's the funding axmeh, meaning little 
money to poy outside health educatoie. 

Tioone funds ^x'evention education, "says 
Tiffany Thompson, communication and operations 
supervisorforHriladelphiaFight’a Youth Health 
Empowerment Project. Thompson, who previ- 
ously worked at CHOICE, says that principals and 


teachers frequent^ prevented 
her from demonstrating how to 
useacondom. 

HowardWaxman, a physical 
education andheahh teacher at 
the school district’s niiladel[4iia 
Mil] taiy Academy at Elverson. 
says that though he focuses his 
lessons on abstmeoce, he must 
pack sexual education into a 
thiee-monlh ninth-grade health 
course that also deals with issues 
like drugs and mpfital illness. And 
though the sdiool district says it 
makes emdoms available at every 
high schooLWaxman does not, 

“Of couise we educate on 
it. but we don't do that." says 
Waxman. “We're more along the 
lines of advocating abstinence. 
Obviously, of course, they’re going 
to do it. 1 bring in condoms, show 
them what th^ bok Uke, how 
to apply one, bow to take it out 
of package without damaging it. 

"There’s 
no uproar, 
so they 
ignore it.” 

But we don’t bring them in and 
say. “Here you go, guys.' Wfe’re not 
going te encourage it. I couldn’t 
do that personally." 

Philly's new Health Depart- 
ment-run safe-sex campaign, 
TkkeContromiilly.org, dis- 
tributes free condoms to teens. 
Theyll even mail them to you. 

But the school district seems 
unwilbng to rode the boat, adopt- 
inga variatbn on the“absti- 
nence-only" theme: denial

CHOICE’S Green says it wifi 
take amirvement of parents to 
force the district’s hand and, 
perhaps, change its outlodc.“We 
look at sexuali^ as a problem . . . 
something that needs to be fixed, 
instead of as a normal part of 
devebpment," says Green, 

Sexuality is about more than 
danger: It’s a normal, hea Khy 
and good part of life. It’s a poorly 
kept secret, and the kids will 
definitely find out.

Y ou mieht have a hard time findiiig the Dumpling House. Not 
because of its stature, 36 seats soaking wet; or its locatioii, in 
the shadow afU{q>er Darby’s steely (Dreek 
Revival municipal building. No, pinpointing the 
restamant might prove difficult because the 
Dumpling House is not this modest little lunch 
box's actual name. 

Officially, the spot is called Yang Yang Express, 
but you need only look to its alios to learn what the house specialty 
is. Detailed on a lamirtated tip sheet placed on each table, half a 
dozen different varieties ofdumpling are crafted at Yung. uU made 
to order in a stainless-steel lab separated tram the honeydew-hued 
dining room by a bank of Plexiglas windowa From your seat, you 
cun ogle the dumpling artistes the way you’d watch your car rolling 
through a car wash. ’Iheir nimble fingers dance across marbles of 



them into the shapes of tiny volcanoes and ghosts and purses and 
peapoda 

No wonder Delaware County devotees have dubbed this place 
the Dumpling House, and since opening. Yang Yang has gone 
from unwitting double agent — fans created Yelp pages under 
each name — to conscious accomplice, tattooing ‘Dumpling 
House' in plain white letters across its storefront window. When 
owner Danny Chen answers the phono, his chipper saJutatim is 
“Dumpling House!’ 

Chen came toPhilly 27 years ago from Thiwan. where Ids par- 
ents ran restaurants for half a century. He opened Yang Yang 
Ebqrress in March, adding legit dumplings and northeastern 
Chinese cuisine to the area’s cuhnaiy mosaic of Pakistard grocer- 
ies, Latino mojito halls, Vietnamese noodle shops and Indian- 
owned Irish-themed cafes (?). The DelCo township is barely blocks 
outside the city — TowerTTieater looks 
like an Art Deco lighthouse just beyrnid 
the Upper Darby roofti^s — but remains 
largely unexplored by non-natives, at least 
the ones I know. 

It’s too bad, because in this comer oftown. places like Yang Yang 
are quietly killing it. Hold ofT on the dumplings, let's talk about 
the soups. On the kind of wet, frigid afternoon when raindrops 
cut like thumbtacks, a bowl ofhot and sour was the {description, 
each swallow circulating restorabve heat through limbs and toes. 
Spiced with white peppor and puckered with white vinegar, the 
viscous, almost chewy chicken broth could thaw out an Eskimo, 
and came loaded with bamboo shoots and wood-ear mushrooms,

a traditional Chineae cold remedy. Beef noodle soup 
brou^t tender hunks of shank, succulent bok ebt^ and 
elastic housemade noodles tangling in a homey five- 
spiced beef broth , while tiny dried shrimp and shreds 
of green and violet seaweed infused the Shanghai-style 
woDtrm soup with a subtle, fermented marine flavor. The 
gossamer wontons wore long, tattered white robes, drifl- 
ingthrough the soup like secondhand phantoms, the most 
delicate IVe had. It’s hard to believe that Americanized 
wooton soup, with its gmnmy dumplings and litmus 
strips of tough pork, was somehow sired a very longtime 
ago by this good and holy specimen. 

Some ofYang's solid foods were so bd, too, especially 
the wiry chilled noodles slicked with nutty sesame paste 
and hot chib oil, and thicker-than-usual (but still light 
and oisp) scallion pancakes. Other dishes could have 
used some finesse. Served over a heapofeabbage, zippy 
salt-and-pepper shrimp came fned in their shells, leaving 
us to floss with their tqrindly feet. Filled with soft leeks, 
scrambled eggs, minced rice noodles and dried shrimp, 
the leek pie was like a Chinese Ho t Ricketpt possessed a 
pleasant, mild onion-y flavor but needed more salt than 
the soy sauce on standby could provide. Pan -fried with 
chicken, roast pork, shrimp and plenty of oyster sauce, 
the ^specnal''hand noodles were disappointingly generic:, 
tasty but unfiilfilling, like something Fd exped from any 
old Chinese takeout joint. 

But Yang Yang’s nickname isn’t Hand Nocxile House. 
Coming here and not getting dumplings would be like 
going to Cochon and not getting pork. As nonchalantly 
as teenage paperboys, the cooks in the kitchen toss the 
dumfdings through a delivery window, where the lone 
waitress collects them and fusses at the nearby condi- 
mentapothecaty. 

Except for the ones filled with sweaty, sour Chinese cab- 
bage (the only vegetarian choice), I dug all the dumplings 
I ordered. Long, skinny and twisted at the ends like joints, 
traditional pork-ond-shrimp are prepared steamed or 
pan-fiied: I tried (and enjoyed) both, but the amber cara- 
mehzatiem of the latter added a nice, crunchy textural 
contrast to the soft.stretchy dough. Pinched at the top to 
seal in droplets of savory pork broth, Shanghai soup buns 
(Dcrttechnic:ally a dumpling, but in the same vein ) jiggled 
in stacked perforated steel steamers lined with parch- 
ment paper, while the “Three Delicaous” dumplings lived 
up to their name, justifying the braggadocnowith amix 
of tender orbs of shrimp, pork and leek inside thinskina 
But the resounding favorite was the seafood dumfdings. 
satchels stuffed withe mousse made of flounder, shrimp 
and scallops. They sparkled like Pop Rocks with the addi- 
tion of fresh grated ginger 

Everyone in the bilevel dining roomhas their chop- 
sticks busy with tliese bundles ofjoy. Yang Yang Express 
might be the licensed handle of Danny Chen's Upper 
Darby baby, but deep down, this joint is most definitely 
the Dumpling House.
